Recent reports have had it that 


the factories are now turning out 
100 Liberty motors a week. That 
is a very considerable production, 
and is not so bad considering that 
it is still less than a year since we 
decided to put a considerable force 
on the French front. 


What is still more encouraging 


is that the French and English ex- 
perts 
have 
warmly 
approved the 


Liberty motor. They have indicated 
that approval in the most practical 
and tangible way. by ordering a 
large quantity of them, which they 
want at the earliest 
possible mo- 


ment. 
They would not have done 


that unless they believed that our 
aircraft forces has produced a model 
luperior to anything yet developed, 
and likely to be of new help in beat- 
ing the Huns. 


Further is is promised that the 


time when the airplane factories will 
attain quantity production on a great 
scale is really quite near now. 


If that proves to be the case, little 


more will be heard of our aircraft 
failure by the first of next January. 
The situation is such that judgment 
should be suspended, and we should 
patiently wait for results. 


If we had gone on in a more pre-

NEXT YEAR'S TAXES. 


(Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 


For the year beginning July 1, 


Secretary McAdoo estimates that the 
government will need $24,000,000,- 
000. 
One-third of this amount he 


recommends to be raised by taxation. 
This means, roughly, a doubling of 
,he revenue produced by the present 
tax bill. 
How will the government raise 


$8,000,000,000 by taxation? 
It is 


he problem now before the ways and 
means committee of congress, upon 
which congress is to act before the 
adjournment of the present session.. 


One certainty i* that congress will 


make a greater effort than hereto- 
ore to reach the war profiteer and 
make him bear a juster portion of 
;he burden of war taxation.. Upon 
this point there will be no difference 
of opinion.. There is, probably, much 
ess profiteering than many people 
suppose but what there is ought cer- 
tainly to be reached by the new rev- 
enue measure. 


The present revenue act is, it ap- 


pears, to be entirely rewritten. It is 
a hodge-podge, incapable of reason- 
able interpretation, and should be 
written off the books and charged to 
experience. With the whole summer 
at the disposal of congress it ou<jht 
to be possible to frame a bill ample 
n all respects, fair, workable and un- 
derstandable. 


There will be no protest against 


the proposal to tax luxuries, even 
though there may be difference as to 


lat constitutes a luxury. Income 


tax payers must look for increases 
over what they are called upon to pay 
next week. There may be some new 
consumption taxes levied. 


Fighting a great war is expensive 


business and the fact will become 
more apparent as the tax bill for the 
next fiscal year is paid, but there 
will be no complaint if congress per- 
forms its task in the spirit command- 
ed by President Wilson and in the 
fair manner suggested by Secretary 
McAdoo.

R. (Dode) Bragg, who is with the 
American forces in France: 
Dear Brothers and Sisters: 


I received Clara's welcome letter 


yesterday, the one she sent to Mer- 
ritt on April 21st. Pretty good time 
for having to chase around after me. 
We surely have been having some 
hot weather here for the past few 
days. 
Maybe you think 
I 
don't 


sweat, havn't any summer under- 
wear yet and with 
our woolen 


clothes it sure makes a fellow hot. 
I wish you would tell me the date 
you received those two cards 
an- 


nouncing my safe arrival here or if 
vou onlv received one was it the Y. 
M. C. A. card without a stamp. 
I 


feel fine and dandy and got weighed 
last night, still weigh 151 Ibs. Got 
weighed on French scales and had 
to figure it out when I came back 
to the barracks. 
They don't weigh 


by pounds here, it's grammes and 
kilogrammes. 
I weigh 68 kilos and 


400 grammes. 
Two and two-tenths 


pounds equal a 
pound 
and 
500 


grammes about 1.1 Ibs. I surely en- 
joyed my trip on the "bis; pond" but 
am not allowed to write anything 
about it. I heard last night that the 
ship we camp over on came in again 
this week with more Sammies on. 
I have received letters from home 


sent through Merritt dated at New- 
ark, March 26th, 29th and 31st and 
an Easter card March 29th. I was 
not on the boat with Fisk and Kap- 
pes and have not seen or he.-ml any- 
thing of them since two nights be- 
fore we left, but they were supposed 
to leave the day before us. 
Thev 


may have been in our convoy and 
landed at a different port than we 
did as two of the boats went into an- 
other port. I don't know this Lidpv 
that wrote you Bill from England. I 
hope Roy Bailey is better and gets a 
nice furlough when he is able to get 
back to the states. 
I sure do feel 


fine myself, except spring fever. 
I 


heard that Battery B was in Newark 
for the Liberty Bond drive,

I suppose by the time you get this 
letter Max will probably be in Camp 
Sherman learning to soldier. 


I thought when Bill Trovinger was 


sent home "from here that he was 
honorably discharged.

Well, we like to see these athletes 
get in. as every outfit tries to be bet- 
ter than the other in athletics.

Slim, I read in 
last night's Chicago Tribune (printed 
in Paris) where Richenbacher is a 
lieutenant in the aviation section and 
tackled three German machines, got 
one and the others beat it. I am 
going to get my hair clipped and the 
top shaved as. I think it will do my 
hair good, it is coming out so fast. 


Tell Aunt Cal that the soap she 


gave me is all right and 
I 
have 


started on the second cake. 
It was 


in my barracks bag and as they were 
lost for a couple of weeks I had to 
buy a cake of Fairy soap. 
I would 


like to send some postals but can't 
on account of every one of them hav- 
ing the name of the town on them. 
There has been a carnival here ever 
Since I came and you ought to hear 
the band. 
The merry-go-round is 


about 15 to 18 ft. in diameter. They 
have a game, take rings like they 
use on knife racks and pitch them at 
bottles of wine and if you ring a bot- 
tle you get it, also have a fire de- 
partment, several shows and a regu- 
lar second hand store. 
I am en- 


joying my old pipe while writing 
this little note and the sun is getting 
hotter than thunder again today. 


Do you know when Kelly Shaw 


goes to camp? 
I see by the paper 


where they expect to have 4,000,000 
men over here by the end of this 
year. I don't know but I really be- 
lieve there's more men over here 
than the people in the States think 
there are. Tell Huffman that I watch 
them fish here or rather net fish. 
They catch eels and 
some 
other 


kinds that I don't know the names 
of. 
We passed several schools vof 


porpoises on our way over on the 
boat. I am going to write Cy Queen 
a letter some of these davs to let 
him know that another of the never 
sweats is over here. If pay day don't 
come soon I'll bo broke. 
Drew my 


last pay at 
Camp Grant, about 


March 20th. 
Sunday eve., and will try 
and 


write a few more lines tonight. Was 
down to the city this afternoon and 
believe me it" was some hot day. It 
looks a good deal like we would have 
some rain tonight which will cool 
things off some'if it only rains a lit- 
tle, bid you receive "your" Mother's 
Day letter. I mailed it on the 12th. 
I have not received any Camp Grant 
mail yet but expect to set it 
if 
it 


wasn't on a torpedoed ship. It will 
sure be fresh news. 
"It is starting to rain a little now 


and I just brought in my washing. 
I have something wrong with my left 
eye and guess I'll have to go and see 
what has gone wrong with it You 
know I don't want to get a bum lamp 
and get shipped home until this war 
is over. 
Did you ever receive my 


insurance papers. 
I ordered them 
sent homo. I forgot to say I might 
yej my picture taken after I get mv 
hair c3i«ped ar.d send one home if 
I am allowed to. Lots of the boys 
have theirs clipped.

GERMAN JOYS MADE OF WOOD 


Makfrc Forced to Use That Material 


Because Better Stuff I* Now 


Almost Unobtainable. 


The German toy Industry Is showing 


the effects of three'years of war. Sim- 
plicity Is the rule In toy shops at pres- 
ent. 
Wood, which formerly WHS used 


only for cheaper sorts of toys, Is now 
the chief material employed. The 
man- 


ufacture of new dolls is becoming Im- 
possible through the lack of flour (used 
with cement In uiiiklng the bodies). 
Wax. 
which Is employed for the heads 


of the better class dolls. Is almost un- 
obtainable; the same Is true of the 
stuffs and lace used for making dolls' 
shoes, hats, dresses, stockings, etc. 
These are obtainable only at prices 
four times higher than before the war, 
consequently the prices of toys are 
higher. 


The simple, cheap toys that formerly 


could be bought In the stores or from 
street venders for 10 pfennigs now cost 
20 pfennigs or more. Jumping jacks of 
paper and cheap picture books no long- 
er can be had except where old sup- 
plies are still in stock. Metal toys are 
few In number. The pretty toy trains 
and magic lanterns which used to be 
so common have been turned out only 
by those manufacturers who also were 
engaged In munition work and so com- 
manded supplies' of the necessary ma- 
terials. 


Toys which -were intended for ex- 


port, but which could not be shipped 
owing to the war, made a welcome ad- 
dition to the supply for home consump- 
tion, large quantities of the better class 
of toys thus being put at the service 
of the home dealer. Great difficulties 
stand in the way of conveyance from 
the maker to the large towns, and only 
after long delay do toys reach the re- 
tailer.

RETURN TO ANCIENT METHOD 


War Gradually Forcing Countries to 


Go Back to the Primitive 


Custom of Barter. 


Predictions by some economists that 


the time may come if the war lasts 
much longer that money would cease to 
ha%*e any value, are gradually coming 
true, they contend. They point out 
that shipping deals being made by both 
belligerents are virtually a return to 
the old system of bartering goods. 


As an illustration, the case is cited 


of the United States dickering with 
Japanese for tonna.ce to transport and 
maintain the 1,500,000 troops Secretary 
Baker expects to have in Europe by the 
end of this year. .Ship plates for the 
Japanese have been held up in this 
country "for several months by with- 
holding export licenses. If the United 
States can obtain the tonnage the Jap- 
anese may get the plates on the basis 
of about two tons of shipping for one 
ton of ship plates..,

Bread From Acorns. 


Acorns are commonly thought to he 


fit only for feeding hogs, but many 
kinds of them are either sweet enough 
to eat or can be made edible from an 
Indian standpoint and have been used 
as food, particularly when other foods 
were scarce. The Indian custom 
to pound or grind the acorns up and by 
treating the pulp with water lench 
out the tannin, which makes most sorts 
unfit for eatinjr, ns they grow. The re- 
sulting flour, which, contained consid- 
erable starch, was made either into a 
porridge or baked In small cakes.

It is so liauntingly beau- 
tiful that you will love it at first hear- 
ing; yet it v«ill take many hearings be- 
fore the message it teils reaches yoii in 
all its fullness.

FOR A SHORTAGE 


OF NATURAL 6AS, 


Notifications- dealing with the use 


of natural gas were sent out Mon- 
day, and are a reproduction of the 
administrative order- of the 
public 


utilities commission. 
They are in- 


tended to cover a probable shortage 
of gas and the consumer for domes- 
tic purposes is given the preference. 


In order to cut off natrons in an 


emergency of shortage the users are 
divided into two .jclasses, domestic 
and industrial. 
The domestic con- 


sumers include users of gas for heat- 
ing, 
lighting, cooking in private 


homes, boarding houses, and apart- 
ment houses and the users of gas 
for lighting, cooking only in hotels, 
restaurants, bakeries, eating places, 
club houses, 
hospitals 


charitable institutions. 


and 
All 


other 
others 


are classed as industrial users. The 
latter 
are 
subdivided 
into 
three 


classes. 
A—Users who are not in- 


cluded in the domestic consumers' 
class as herein specified, but who are 
engaged in preparing or preserving 
foodstuffs, or food producing pjants 
for such purposes only. 
B—Indus- 


tries directly engaged in the manu- 
facturing or producing war materials 
for such purposes only, and users of 
gas in gas engines. C—All other in- 
dustrial consumers. 
When there is 


not sufficient gas-for all industrial 
consumers as herein 
defined, 
the 


surplus shall be furnished to indus- 
trials in' order above named. 


This classification is subject to 


the following 
exceptions: 
Where 


natural gas is being used in limited; 
quantities for scientific, experimental 
or mechanical purposes, and where 
other means of producing light and 
heat for such purposes cannot be rea- 
sonably substituted., an amount es- 
-sential to such use. but not to ex- 
ceed five thousand (5,000) 
cubic 


feet per month to each consumer so 
engaged may be used for such pur- 
poses only, and as if they were in- 
cluded in the class of domestic con- 
sumers herein specified. 


If. after disconnecting all indus- 


trial consumers, there is not a suf- 
ficient Supply of gas for the domes- 
tic consumers, then all boilers and 
furnaces not provided with gas fix- 
tures and appliances primarily de- 
signed for burning natural gas as a 
fuel shall be disconnected, and if it 
becomes necessary to further restrict 
the use of pas to meet the emergency 
domestic consumers may be limited 
to the use of thirty-five (35.004) 
cubic feet per month, in one buiJd- 
ing, or for one family-
